City calls timeout 
for stadium cash 


O Facility would have air-supported ‘bubble’ over the field for 
year-round use O Staff say it would be used 300 days a year

The stadium is still alive and kick¬ 
ing. 

Yesterday council voted 15-5 to 
ask the Canadian Soccer Associa¬ 
tion for an extension to the Dec. 
31 deadline for a commitment to 
a stadium. A stadium is the nec¬ 
essary piece in the bid to be a host 
city for the 2015 Women’s World 
Cup of soccer. 

An extension would give HRM 
the time to chase the province 
and federal government for fund¬ 
ing commitments. 

But some councillors argued 
not enough was being done to 
secure that funding. 

“You’ve had 10 months to beat 
down the doors and nobody is 
knocking,” said Coun. Sue Uteclc. 

She said she’s concerned about 
the recreation budget as it is and 
that HRM would have to close oth¬ 
er recreation facilities in the HRM 
to pay for a new stadium. 


Coun. Steve Adams urged more 
aggressive tactics when asking for 
funding. Council has already said 
HRM would contribute $20 mil¬ 
lion but Adams proposed making 
a motion to commit to one-third 
funding. 

“I want to put it square in their 
laps,” he said. “Here’s our money 
— what say you? Let’s do that.” 

Mayor Peter Kelly said the 
province and federal government 
have been waiting for the busi¬ 
ness case to make a decision on a 
stadium and now they will have 
that document. Kelly said he 
expects to have a definitive 
answer from them soon. Adams 
later withdrew his proposal to see 
“how it plays out.” 

The final stadium report sug¬ 
gests a 10,00-14,000 minimum 
permanent-seat stadium would 
cost $54.8 to $71.1 million and 
the best location would be Dart¬ 
mouth Crossing off of Com¬ 
modore Drive. If approved and 
HRM borrows the $20 million, it 
would mean around $6 more on

Council pulled a 180 yester¬ 
day and accepted an offer 
from Molson Coors for 
naming rights for the 
Events Plaza at the oval. 

It’s a 10-year contract 
worth $400,000. 

Council previously re¬ 
jected the offer by a slim 
margin during an in-cam- 
era meeting two weeks ago, 
but public outrage and de¬ 
bate over alcohol-sponsored 
community venues, and se¬ 
cret meetings in general, 
prompted council to take 
another look. 
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“I feel sick about 
the whole 
sponsorship issue 
and I feel we’ve 
sold the people’s 
oval.”

Coun. Dawn Sloane 
asked council for a vote of 
reconsideration and they 
agreed — debating for near¬ 
ly three hours before ap¬ 


proving the sponsorship 
deal. 

It was also made public 
yesterday that council 
signed off on Emera’s bid of 
$500,000 for the naming 
rights to the oval itself. But 
the proposed deal was sent 
back to Emera to make it 
for 10 years, not 15. Mayor 
Peter Kelly believes Emera 
will agree to the terms. 

Another ratifying vote 
on the Emera deal will be 
needed by council before 
the deal is set in ink. 


But several councillors 
say HRM is giving away the 
naming rights too cheaply. 

“I don’t think this deal 
gives us fair value for nam¬ 
ing rights on what could be 
our Leaning Tower of Pisa,” 
said Coun. Darren Fisher. 

Coun. Jeny Blumenthal 
said the HRM can’t “give it 
away.” 

“I’m not fighting the 
sponsor, but I don’t think 
it’s enough,” he said. 

Kelly told reporters a 
deal was better than no 


deal at all. He added other 
offers came forward but 
didn’t surpass the offers 
from Molson and Emera. 

Some councillors were 
worried about the impacts 
of beer advertising at a pub¬ 
lic venue. Coun. Gloria Mc- 
Cluslcey said many health 
organizations are against 
the practice. 

“We can’t do anything 
about the Mooseheads 
hockey team but we can do 
something about this,” she 
said.

The death of a champion 
skydiver from HRM whose 
body was found beneath a 
cliff in eastern Utah has 
been ruled a probable sui¬ 
cide. 

Dave Brown, who grew 
up in Dartmouth, van¬ 
ished on June 29, shortly 
after leaving his trailer in 
Moab, Utah. 

His remains were 
found by a hiker four 
months later on the out¬ 
skirts of the town in ter¬ 
rain so rough a police 
detective had to scramble 
on hands and feet to 
reach the body. 

Moab police Chief Mike 
Navarre said yesterday 
that medical examiners 
believe the 37-year-old 
killed himself. 

Navarre noted that he 
was reluctant to accept 
the finding of probable 
suicide without a note or 
hard proof. 

But he said Brown was 
going through a divorce 
and had financial prob¬ 
lems. 

After dissolving his 
own skydiving business, 
Brown moved cross-coun¬ 
try to live in a trailer on 
property of the owner of 
Skydive Moab. 

Brown’s shattered re¬ 
mains showed no sign of 
foul play, Naverre added.

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Satisfaction in government increases, slightly 


O NDP still polling in majority territory O Tories place ahead of Liberals for third straight quarter 
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Support for the provincial 
government under Premier 
Darrell Dexter is increasing, 
a new poll suggests. 


According to a new sur¬ 
vey released yesterday by 
Halifax-based Corporate Re¬ 
search Associates, 55 per 
cent of respondents were 
either mostly satisfied (50 
per cent) or completely sat¬ 
isfied (five per cent) with 


the performance of the 
NDP. That’s up seven per 
cent over this time last year. 

The NDP also enjoyed a 
slight uptick in voter inten¬ 
tions — with 45 per cent of 
respondents saying they’d 
vote for the government if 
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an election was held today. 
A full 40 per cent of respon¬ 
dents, however, were either 
undecided or did not plan 
to vote. 

“The trend in terms of 
satisfaction with what the 
government’s doing is 
trending upwards,” said 
CRA CEO Don Mills. “And it 
actually starts to translate 
into more voter support, 
and that’s what I’m seeing.” 

A number of big-ticket 
items have fallen in place 
for the NDP over the last 
quarter — the federal gov¬ 
ernment committed to 
fund part of the new con¬ 
vention centre, a loan guar¬ 
antee for the Lower 
Churchill hydroelectric 
project and, of course, a 
$2 5-billion shipbuilding 
contract.

k The CRA poll surveyed 802 
voting-aged Nova Scotians 
over 20 days in November, 
and has a margin of error 
of 3-5 per cent. 

The provincial govern¬ 
ment’s efforts had little to 
do with the last item, but 
Mills said there’s no ques¬ 
tion they’ve benefited from 
the decision. 

While the NDP enjoy a 
comfortable lead, the situa¬ 
tion surrounding the oppo¬ 
sition parties is less clear. 
For the third straight quar¬ 
ter, the Progressive Conser¬ 
vatives (29 per cent) have 
polled ahead of the Liberals 
(22 per cent) in voter inten¬ 
tion. 


Mandatory helmets 
proposed for slopes 


All skiers and snowboarders 
would be required to strap 
on a helmet before taking 
to the slopes under legisla¬ 
tion introduced yesterday 
by the province. 

Health Minister Maureen 
MacDonald said studies 
have shown that although 
helmet use is mandatory 
for children in most juris¬ 
dictions, many teens and 
adults tend to discard the 
safety measure. 

She said the aim of the 
proposed legislation is to 
prevent traumatic head in¬ 
juries at any age. 

“Really, if we are going 
to get serious about helmet 
use and preventing trau¬ 
matic brain injuries, this is 
the group we have to target 
and the way to do it is 
through mandatoiy re¬ 
quirements to wear hel¬ 
mets,” said MacDonald. 

The bill would also re¬ 
quire slci-hill operators to 
post signs alerting people of 
mandatoiy helmet use, but 
MacDonald said the respon¬ 
sibility of wearing helmets 
would rest with skiers and

snowboarders. 


She said that since 2000 
the province has seen 11 
traumatic brain injuries re¬ 
lated to failure to wear hel¬ 
mets. 

“This legislation puts the 
onus on the individual. It 
does not put the onus on 
the ski-hill operator.” 

MacDonald said inspec¬ 
tors would be hired to en¬ 
force the law, which could 
result in a fine of up to $250 
for each offence. 

Lynne Fenerty, research 
nurse with the Queen Eliza¬ 
beth II Health Sciences Cen¬ 
tre’s division of 
neurosurgery, said doctors 
at the Halifax hospital fully 
endorsed the government’s 
move. 

Fenerty said research has 
revealed that helmet use 
has reduced brain injuries 
by up to 60 per cent. 

“These injuries have life¬ 
long consequences for pa¬ 
tients, families and 
communities at large,” she

Bailout 
legislation 
a ‘political 
issue* 

Natural Resources Minis¬ 
ter Charlie Parker says 
putting a $50-million 
bailout into legislation 
was simply to make it 
easy to understand and 
not to put the opposition 
parties on the spot. 

Parker unveiled legis¬ 
lation yesterday to “pro¬ 
vide legal authority” for 
the government to imple¬ 
ment the multimillion- 
dollar package to the 
Bowater mill in 
Liverpool. 

But he conceded the 
government already has 
legal authority to imple¬ 
ment the vast majority of 
the deal. 

“The only legislative 
change required to 
enable these 
contributions is to the 


Municipal Government 
Act,” Parker said, 
referring to changes nec¬ 
essary to approve a 
municipal tax break for 
the mill. 

Premier Darrell Dexter 
did not shy away from 
charges of playing 
politics yesterday. 

“It’s a political issue,” 
said Dexter. “And if (the 
opposition wants) to op¬ 
pose the investment of 
money in 2,000 jobs on 
the South Shore, I think 
people have a right to 
hear a reason why that 
is.” 

That’s the narrative 
that’s been floating 
around Province House 
since the deal was 
announced: parties either 
support the $50-million 
bailout or they oppose 
economic development 
in rural Nova Scotia. 

“I think it’s fair to ask 
the members of the 
opposition to put their 
support or their opposi¬ 
tion on the record,” Dex¬ 
ter said.

The NDP government isn’t 
ruling out a bailout pack¬ 
age for another belea¬ 
guered pulp and paper mill 
in Nova Scotia. 

After unveiling legisla¬ 
tion that would approve a 
$5 0-million bailout for the 
Bowater Mersey mill in Liv¬ 
erpool, Natural Resources 
Minister Charlie Parker was 
asked if the government 
would consider a similar 
aid package for NewPage in 
Port Hawlcesbuiy. 

“I think it’s still in the 
hands of the monitor at 
this point, but we’re will¬ 
ing to do what we can to 
protect those jobs in east¬ 
ern Nova Scotia as well,” 
said Parker, referring to the 
court-appointed monitor 
overseeing NewPage’s 


bankruptcy proceedings. 

Duff Montgomerie, the 
deputy minister for the De¬ 
partment of Natural Re¬ 
sources and the head of the 
province’s mill committee, 
added the province is in 
regular contact through 
the monitor, sharing their 
“perspective” with prospec¬ 
tive buyers. 

Premier Darrell Dexter 
unveiled the multimillion- 
dollar bailout package in 
Liverpool on Friday. It com¬ 
mits Forest Resolute Prod¬ 
ucts Ltd., formerly Abitibi, 
to keep the mill operating 
for another five years. 

Dexter said NewPage is a 
“different scenario” than 
Bowater — but he didn’t 
preclude the possibility of 
more investment in the 
Port Hawlcesbuiy mill. 

“There are going to be 
questions that are going to 
arise for the government to 


deal with,” said Dexter. 
“The transfer of leases, the 
question of whether that 
existing money will contin¬ 
ue to be there, those kinds 
of things. And we’re going 
to address those as part of 


the court-ordered process.” 

In September, the 
provincial government an¬ 
nounced a $ 15-million plan 
to keep NewPage’s woodlot 
operations intact while the 
plant is shut down.

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Congo’s election voted... a mess

O Results delayed amid chaos

Congo — and its mishap- 
scarred election — was in 
limbo yesterday. 

Officials announced a 
48-hour delay in the publi¬ 
cation of election results 
from last week’s disputed 
presidential ballot — caus¬ 
ing protests. 

The government dis¬ 
patched helicopters to the 
remote corners of the 
country to pick up missing 
tally sheets. 

And the clock stopped 
on Joseph Kabila’s presi¬ 
dency. 

The threat of unrest 
hung over the troubled 
capital, Kinshasa, and in¬ 
ternational airlines can¬ 
celled their flights amid 
fears over violence. 

The U.S. Embassy or¬ 


dered its staff and their 
families not to leave their 
residences until further 
notice. 

The American School of 
Kinshasa will be closed. 

The 48-hour delay was 
all but inevitable following 
an election that was 
marred by massive techni¬ 
cal glitches. 

Some ballots didn’t 
reach polling stations until 
three days after the vote 
was supposed to take 
place. 

And even though it was 
clear that the election 
commission was not pre¬ 
pared for last week’s bal¬ 
lot, the government 
rushed ahead with the 
election because the presi¬ 
dent’s five-year term was

country, we decided to 
push back the publication 
by 48 hours,” said 
Matthieu Mpita of the Na¬ 
tional Independent Elec¬ 


toral Commission. 

“It was our objective to 
make the deadline,” he 
said, “but we need all the 
elements.”

Man accused 


A man who U.S. officials 
say helped a woman leave 
the country with her 
daughter to avoid giving 
custody to her former les¬ 
bian partner surrendered 
yesterday to face charges 
he aided in international 
parental kidnapping. 

It’s alleged Kenneth 
Miller, 46, arranged pas¬ 
sage for Lisa Miller to trav¬ 
el to Canada before flying 
with her daughter in 2009 
to Nicaragua, where she 
was sheltered for a time by 
Mennonite missionaries. 

Kenneth Miller ap¬ 
peared in U.S. District 
Court in Vermont and was 


released, said U.S. Attorney 
Tristram Coffin. 

His attorney, Brooks 
McArthur, did not immedi¬ 
ately return a call seeking 
comment. 

Lisa Miller and Janet 
Jenkins moved to Vermont 
to be joined in a civil 
union in 2000. 

Two years later, Miller 
gave birth to Isabella, con¬ 
ceived through artificial 
insemination. 

The couple split in 2003, 
with Miller renouncing ho¬ 
mosexuality and becoming 
a Christian. 

After the breakup, a 
judge gave Lisa Miller cus

If convicted of aiding in 
international parental kid¬ 
napping, Kenneth Miller 
could be sentenced to 
three years in prison.

NASA’s search for 
E.T. is back on 

O News of ‘Earth’s twin’ has science world excited 
O Planet called Kepler-22b may be able to support life 
O NASA reports 54 potential Earth-like candidates

The first confirmed planet 
that could be “Earth’s 
twin” seems to have a lot 
going for it. 

It apparently has a com¬ 
fy 21 C surface tempera¬ 
ture, a rocky surface, an 
ocean, a sun to orbit and a 
position smack in the mid¬ 
dle of the habitable 
“Goldilocks” zone in rela¬ 
tion to that sun (neither 
too hot nor too cold). 

All this is sheer scientif¬ 
ic speculation about the 
planet called Kepler-22b, 
but it’s enough to make 
NASA celebrate. 

“This is a major mile¬ 
stone on the road to find¬ 
ing Earth’s twin,” said 
Douglas Hudgins, Kepler 
program scientist at 
NASA’s Washington head¬ 
quarters. 

“I think there are two 
things that are really excit¬ 
ing about Kepler-22b,” said 
Natalie Batalha, the deputy 
science team leader at

NASA’s Ames Research 
Center. “One is that it’s 
right in the middle of this 
habitable zone. 

“The second thing 
that’s really exciting is it’s 
orbiting a star very, very 
similar to our own sun. 
This is a solar analogue, 
almost a solar twin, very 
similar to our own sun 


and you’ve got a planet 
2.4 times the size of the 
Earth right smack in the 
habitable zone.” 

The Kepler-22b discov¬ 
ery is a prime example of 
why SETI needs to keep go¬ 
ing, said senior scientist 
Jill Tarter. The project costs 
$100,000 a month.

It’s beginning to look a lot like 
Christmas. 

Yilces! 

It’s only the first week of 
December and I’m already suf¬ 
fering from an overdose of 
yule. Barely a minute goes by before some 
company, be it Mercedes Benz or Victoria’s 
Secret, tries to twist my Christmas 
goodwill into cash at the till. Santa Claus is 
more common than the cold, and any 
turkey that survived Thanksgiving is sure 
_ to be done like dinner by Dec. 25. 

I blame Charles Dickens, who turns 200 not long after 
Christmas — Feb. 7, 2012, to be precise. Well, actually he’s 
dead and has been since 1870. But the man who wrote A 
Christmas Carol is no less responsible for Christmas as we 
know it. 

As you know, as it’s impossible to avoid, A Christmas 
Carol is the stoiy of Ebenezer Scrooge, a miserable old fart 
who sees the error of his ways thanks to being haunted by 
three veiy memorable ghosts on Christmas Eve, and 
becomes an improbably

wonderful, kind, generous 
friend to all, especially to 
Tiny Tim, his clerk’s frail lit¬ 
tle son. 

Historians believe Christ¬ 
mas is largely the result of a 
mid-Victorian revival 
prompted by A Christmas 
Carol. Dickens reintroduced 
warmth into what had 
become mainly a religious 
holiday by immortalizing 

family feasts, greeting cards, seasonal food and drink, fun 
and games, and an SUV under every tree. 

Even though it was published in 1843, A Christmas Car¬ 
ol is not going away soon. There are 200 million copies in 
print. It’s been made into a movie at least 20 times, the 
most recent being the 2009 Disney 3-D version starring 
Jim Carey as Scrooge. 

We are bombarded by the imagery and iconography of 
this Dickensian Christmas. Holly, yule logs, crackling fires 
(where would we be without the 24-7 fireplace channel on 
cable?), gift giving, carols and the like have been co-opted 
into an orgy of commercial excess that now begins on or 
about Halloween, another festival with pagan roots that’s 
completely out of control. 

If we don’t spend more to achieve the perfect 
Dickensian Christmas this year than we did last year, busi¬ 
ness commentators scold us for lacking consumer 
confidence and the market drops. 

I suspect that Dickens, if confronted with this 
spectacle, would exclaim, “Bah, humbug” in his best 
Scrooge, and storm off into the night. After all, despite the 
vast sums made from the conversion of Scrooge, Dickens 
only ever saw profits that would equate to a mere 
$138,275.10 today. 

Of course he was the first to try and cash in, writing a 
Christmas piece in eveiy subsequent year and featuring 
Scrooge at many of his profitable public readings. 

He may have been the first, but he won’t be the last. 
God bless us, eveiyone.

A tale of two forces 


A wildlife biologist holds a 
small crocodile that will be 
released into one of the 
cooling canals adjacent to 
the Turkey Point Nuclear 
Power Plant in Homestead, 
Fla.

It 
turns out that Florida Pow¬ 
er and Light was building 
prime croc habitat just as 
virtually eveiy other devel¬ 
oper was paving it over. 

Wildlife officials give 
the state’s largest public 
utility part of the credit for 
a five-fold increase in the 
species’ population in 
Florida.

If it sounds familiar, it 
should. Twenty-four years 
ago babysitter Elisabeth 
Shue led her young 


charges through the 
streets of Chicago in Ad¬ 
ventures in Babysitting. 
At one point they end up 
on a nightclub stage. The 
leader of the house band, 
played by blues legend 
Albert Collins, says, “No¬ 
body leaves this place 
without singing the 
blues.” 

After an awkward 
pause she improvises the 
Babysitting Blues. 

“It’s so hard babysit¬ 
ting these guys,” she 


sings. “And they should 
be in bed,” replies the 
guitar player over a clas¬ 
sic blues-roclc riff. 

The most lovable 
movie minder has to be 
John Candy as Uncle 
Buck. Even though he 
pretends to be capable of 
mutilation with power 
tools, he’s less violent 
than Rebecca De Mornay 
in The Hand That Rocks 
the Cradle, manlier than 
Robin Williams in Mrs.

I’ve been in Buenos Aires 
for less than an hour and 
already I’m feeling the 
bizarre atmosphere of ad¬ 
diction and romance that’s 
at the heart of the world of 
tango. 

“It used to be just Ar¬ 
gentines who danced tan¬ 
go,” my taxi driver is 
enthusing. “Now people 
come from Australia, 
Canada, Europe... even Ko¬ 
rea and Japan.” 

Tango attracts particu¬ 
larly dedicated — not to 


say fanatical — followers 
and for millions of people 
the Argentine capital has 
become the ultimate place 
of pilgrimage. 

Private tango tuition 
rather than group classes 
is considered a must, so 
I’m partnered with fellow 
tango-virgin, Turkish TV 
presenter Asli Pelit, for my 
first foray into the dance. 
We take our first tentative 
baby steps as tangueros on 
Susana Mirosmilc’s little 
terrace as steaks sizzle on 
the parilla (barbecue), 
which will be a welcome 
reward for our efforts. 

Susana has been danc¬ 


ing tango for more than 20 
years and is one of the 
most well-known faces in 
the tango scene here. “You 
must learn to walk before 
you can dance,” she says as 
she shows us how to move. 
“A graceful walk is the 
veiy basics of the dance.” 

We move in carefully 
measured circles around 
the terrace and begin to 
grasp the meditative aspect 
that aficionados claim is the 
essence of the tango experi¬ 
ence. 

Some come to Buenos 
Aires to watch spectacular 
tango exhibitions or to 
spend a fortune on months 


of private lessons. Some 
dedicated pilgrims come 
simply to immerse them¬ 
selves in the serenity of the 
milongas. These are tradi¬ 
tional local dances where 
the purest tango can be 
found, and Susana guides 
us to a milonga at La Na¬ 
tional. 

Under Susana’s guid¬ 
ance I’m at least able to ap¬ 
preciate the under-stated 
subtleties of milonga foot¬ 
work. I might only be on 
my first steps to tango ex¬ 
pertise but it feels good to 
be able to say that I have at 
least learned to really walk 
in Buenos Aires.

SMU hopes 'great start* 
means great second half 

O Colley, Huskies off to 6-1 start at Atlantic University Sport mid-season 
break © Saint Mary’s seeks first AUS championship since 1977

The Saint Mary’s Huskies 
women’s basketball team 
is off to a good start in its 
bid to stop a championship 
drought at 34 years. 

At the Atlantic Universi¬ 
ty Sport mid-season break, 
the Huskies — led by Jus¬ 
tine Colley, the country’s 
top scorer — have won six 
straight games and are 
comfortably atop the con¬ 
ference with a 6-1 record. 

While East Preston’s 
Colley is more than three 


points ahead of the na¬ 
tion’s next best scorer with 
her impressive 24.9 points- 
per-game average, the 
Huskies are crediting their 
depth and balance for their 
success. 

“Even though Justine is 
leading the country in 
scoring, we’ve been able to 
distribute the scoring quite 
a bit,” said Huskies head 
coach Scott Munro, who is 
in his third season. “We’ve 
really spread it out. When 
people are called on to step 
up and perform, they’ve 
done it.” 

The Huskies have 10 
players averaging at least 


11 minutes in floor time, 
while Colley and two oth¬ 
ers average double figures 
in scoring. 

Six-foot forward Su- 
sanne Canvin has been the 
primaiy source of second¬ 
ary offence, averaging 14 
points and 8.7 rebounds 
per game. Fellow six-footer 
Laura Langille, a rookie 
from Bedford, is averaging 
10 points per game. 

As a group, the Huskies 
have shot an AUS best .431 
from the field. 

“Last year, we were hurt 
by injuries and had to rely 
on some kids for heavy 
minutes,” Munro said. 


“We’ve really reduced 
those this year, gotten peo¬ 
ple in and out of the line¬ 
up, and different people 
have performed on differ¬ 
ent nights for us.” 

Although the Huskies 
are just two wins away 
from last year’s total of 
eight, Munro said improve¬ 
ment is needed over the fi¬ 
nal 13 games to win the 
program’s first champi¬ 
onship since 1977. 

“It’s a great start, but 
that’s exactly what it is, a 
great start,” he said. 
“We’ve got to challenge 
ourselves in practice and 
get better.”

Since the lockout ended 
in 2005, teams in the East¬ 
ern and Western Confer¬ 
ence haven’t played each 
other home and away each 
season. 

“I’ve played almost 100 
games in the league and 
there are still teams I 
haven’t played yet,” said Ot¬ 
tawa Senators forward Zaclc 
Smith. “I think it’s good to 
get around and see eveiy- 
body and go to eveiy city. I 
think fans will really enjoy 
it as well.” 

One area of concern is 
the fact that two confer¬ 
ences feature eight teams 
while the two others have 
seven. 

That represents a signifi¬ 
cant competitive disadvan¬ 
tage since the same 
number of teams (four) will 
qualify for the playoffs in 
each conference. 

“Personally, I’d like to 
have the same shot at mak¬ 


ing the playoffs as every¬ 
body else,” said Flames 
winger Alex Tanguay. “If 
you’re in one of those con¬ 
ferences that has eight 
teams, it’s definitely going 
to be much tougher than 
(those with) seven teams to 
make the playoffs. 

“I don’t know how they 
can make that work. I’m 
sure there’s a solution.” 

Added Vancouver 

Canucks forward Alex Bur¬ 
rows: “That’s wrong for me. 
I’m old-school.” 

The realignment model 
proposed by the league 
owners on Monday night 
must still gain approval 
from the NHL Players’ Asso¬ 
ciation. However, that isn’t 
expected to be a major ob¬ 
stacle. 

An added benefit for 
players based in the West is 
the perception that the 
playing field will be levelled 
a little bit. The new plan 
calls for Eastern teams to be 
on the road more often 
than they have been in the 
recent past.

Engine 

The base 328i sedan’s previous 230-horsepower 
inline six-cylinder has been replaced by a 240- 
horsepower 2.0-litre turbocharged four-cylinder. 

The powerplant, which is also showing up in 
other BMW products, including the larger 5 Series 
and Z4 roadster, makes 260 pound-feet of torque 
and can propel the 3 Series sedan to 100 km/h in 
about six seconds, which is just a touch longer 
than the 335i’s time.

The most fuel- 
efficient setting is the ECO PRO mode 
that, when activated, cuts the horsepower 
to save fuel (as much as 20 per cent, 
according to BMW). In ECO PRO, a special 
instrument-panel display indicates how 
far the 3’s range has been extended. 


An electric air conditioning compressor functions 
on a demand-only basis and a new feature shuts off 
the engine when you’re stopped at intersections, 
red lights and other gridlock-related pauses, then in¬ 
stantly fires it up again when it’s time to roll. 

To offset the added power needs, the 3 Series fea¬ 
tures Brake Energy Regeneration. This system con¬ 
verts the kinetic energy produced when coasting or 
braking into electrical energy, which is then fed to 
the batteiy.
